In exordoo of tho poworo conferred by ooction 9 of the Indian 
Indopondonco Act, 1947, and of all other powura enabling him in 
that behalf, tho Govornor-Gonoral iaploaaoa to make tho lollowing 
Ordor ; — 

1. (1) This Order may bo cited as tho Indian Indopondonce 
(Miscollanooua TranaitipnaJ Proviulonoj (No. 2) Order, 1947. 

(2) It shall bo doomed to havo offoct fiom tho fifteenth 
day of August, 1947. 

2. In this Order, — ■ 

‘ India ’ moans tho Dominion of India. 

‘ Pakistan ’ moans tho Dominion of Pakistan. 

‘ Transitional period ’ moans tho period beginning on the 
15th August, 1947 and ending on tho 3l8t March, 
1948. 

3. Any certificate or licence granted during the transitional 
jriod bv tho Government of a Province of Pakistan in accordance 
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111^8 THIi GAZETTE OF INDIA ENTDAOEDINADY, OCT. 18 1947, 

with tho proviaionn of Clmptor 17 or C'hr.ptor 7.77 of tho Inland vSto?.m- 
voaaoio Act, 1917, ira it applioa to Pakiatou, may ho ondoruod 

(а) by tho Govorumont of a Province of India, or 

(б) with tho general or apocial oanction of tho Govornmont 

of such Province, liy tho authority granting it, 

BO as to have ofTcct m such Provinco or any part thereof, and if so 
endorsed shall have offojt accordingly. 

4. The provisions of tliis Order shall have olfoct notwithstanding 
anything to tho contrary contained in tho India (Adaptation of 
Existing Indian Laws) Order, 1947.
